Former Mayor and Sheriff Dies at His 
Home Early Friday Afternoon 
from Stomach Trouble. 


Hon. Jesse V. Grice, one term mayor 
of Fort AVayne and two terms sheriff of 
Allen county, died at 12:20 Friday aft- 
ernoon at his 
residence, 
IOI8 Ewing 
street, following,an illness of long dur- 
ation that had been regarded as acute 
for only two weeks, 
lie was 63 years 
old. 


Mayor Grice's death had been expect- 
ed for several days, his condition becom- 
ing slowly, but steadfastly worse, de- 
spite every effort of his medical attend- 
ants. 
Death was due to cancer of tlie 
stomach. 


• It was stated Thursday afternoon that 
Mr. Grice's condition was hopeless and 
tie end but a question of hours. He wus 
surrounded by the members of his ini- 
mediate famiij' when death came. 


Made His Own Way Upward. 


Jesse V. Grice was born November.2i), 
1852, in Homeworth, Columbiana county 
Ohio. 
His father was Anthony Grice 
and his mother Susanna Yeager Grice. 
The father was a pioneer of Columbiana 
county and the mother from one of the 
early families of Henry county, Ohio. 
While Jesse Grice Avas yet an infant 
his- father died, and his mother, some 
time afterward, was married to Emanuel 
Detrich. 


When yet a small boy Jesse Grice w^is^ 
compelled by. iron fortune 
to 
look 
out for himself and he often stated tu 
friertds when speaking of his early 
that at the tender age of 0 years he be- 
gan to earn his own livelihood. 
Comiiii; 
early'in life to Maysville, this couniv 
he was able to gain meager advantagos 
in the public schools of the place, but 
-^nph advantages as he had he made the 
I'lost of. Essentially, however, his early 
Itfc was one of hard and unremitting 
toil. 
"I got my education in the sciiool 
of hard, knocks." he was accnstomed to 
say and it was literally true. 
But if 
his ydunger days were devoted to grind- 
ing and uninviting labor, 
it 
was the 
foundation of a substantial and sure 
success in later life that he was laying. 


When a very young man he learned 
the trade of a butcher in Maysville and 
coupling that later with pursuit of th-j 
livestock business, in that section, iie 
began to prosper and in due time, iQd 
at ah age when most young men have 
hardlj' decided upon 
a 
vocation, was 
making his independent way and pros- 
pering. 
He was in business for a few 
years in Hicksville, Ohio, and then carae 
back to Allen county, where for a pcrioii 
of forty-four years he was engaged in 
the butchering and livestock trades. 


Comes to Fort Wayne. - 


Mr. Grice left Maysville in 1802 and 
came to Fort Wayne, which had been 
his iiome continuously to the day of his 
death.

. Further eastward progress has been 
made by Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg's armies moving on Dvinsk and 
Vilna. 
The Berlin war office today 
reported the capture of Vidty, about 
35 miles south of Dvinsk and seme 
15 miles to the east of the Dvinsk- 
Vilna railroad line, which already had 
been cut.

The Cream of Rice company's build- 
ing at New Haven which was wrecked 
in last Friday's hun-icaiie is rapidly 
being rebuilt. 
A force of thirty men 
has cleaned up the debris on the prop- 
erty and adjoining places where

ber weighing 1,200 pounds was picked

street, went to work Friday morning 
in the sewer that is being dug by the 
Fort 
Wayne 
Plumbing 
and 
Heating 
company at the new garage being erect- 
ed by Rolland Fitch at 415 West Creigh- 
ton avenue, he told fellow workmen that- 
never again would he work in a sewer. 


About 11 o'clock the west bank of tlia 
sewer caved in and wliile ten feet be« 
low the surface Hoben was completely 
buried beneath four feet of dirt. 
Ten 
minutes later fellow workmen had suc- 
ceeded in shoveling the dirt from over 
his head and fifteen minutes after hi« 
body was extricated, making twenty-i 
five minutes that the men worked in 
trying to rescue himi 
He was dead 
when brought to the surface. 


The walls of the sewer had not been 
braced and after reaching a depth of 
ten feet quicksand was reached, causinj^ 
the heavy clay above to give wav. 


Foreman Shouted Warning^ . 


George Ponsot, 1541 East Washingtiitt 
street, foreman of the job, was standing 
on the bank above where Hoben waa 
working and saw the dirt start to cave. 
He sounded a warning and Hoben Wide 
an effort to get o^t of the way, but was 
too late. With a terrible shriek he tried 
desperately to extricate 
himself; but 
soon was completely covered. 
One mora 
feeble sound was heard and then all was 
silence.

German Submarine Losses. 


The Germans have lost twenty sub- 
marinos since the beginning of the war, 
according to an editorial note in the 
Motorship and JMotorboat, 
while 
the 
British losses have been only sev'en, in- 
cluding the E-7, the destruction of which 
was announced today. 
\^Tien the war 
commenced the paper déclares Germany 
had eleven sea-going submarines and 
sixteen of a smaller type, while up to 
June 10 ten new boats had been added. 
The assertion is made that the Germans 
row have only fourteen sea-going im- 
derwater boats, two of which are in the 
Mediterranean. 


GREEKS CALL MORE TROOPS. 


Paris, Sept. 17.—A further large nupi- 
ber of troops is reported by the Balkan 
agency to have been called to the Greek 
colors. 
The Athens correspondent of 
this agency says a royal decree has been 
issued calling 
out 
reservists 
of the 
classes of 1886, 1887 and 1888, on Octo- 
ber 1. 
. A dispatch from the Balkan agency at 
Bucharest says that the leaders of all 
the opposition parties in Bulgaria have 
held a meeting at which it was decided 
to publish an appeal to the coimtry ex- 
plaining the international political situ- 
ation as affecting that nation. 
The ap- 
peal will be made on the ground that 
under present circumstances the atti- 
tude taken by the government is peril- 
ous. 


The Bulgarian government's decision 
to make terms with Turkey has met 
with considerable opposition. 
Advices 
from Bucharest recently represented a 
majority of Bulgarian statesmen as fav- 
oringr the quadruple entente, Serbia and 
Greece. 


BROMISES TO BULGARIA. 


Turin, Sept. 
17.—(Via Paris.)—The 
Ftampa' says it has learned "from a 
diplomatic source" that Germany has 
made extensive promises to Bulgaria to 
obtain that nation's benevolent neutral- 
ity. 
It states that these promises were 
made to King Ferdinand of Bulgaria 
by the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg on 
behalf of Emperor '\V51liam and that 
among them was the stipulation that 
King Ferdinand should have the crown 
of Byzantium. 


This dispatch, which lacks authorita- 
tive confirmation, would indicate on its 
face a promise to Bulgaria of a radical 
extension of its boundaries. 
The an- 
cient Byzantine empire included all the 
territory now held by the various Bal- 
kan nations and European Turkey. 


W I L L NOT H E L P 
ALLIES. 


Bucharest, Run;iania, Thursday, Sept. 
16.—(Via Berlin and London)—"The allies 
know that in no case may they count on 
Bulgaria's help in the Gallipoll penin- 
sula," says the semi-official Independence 
.Romalne in fn article dealing with the 
Turco-Bulgarian agreement. 
They have 
lost" that part of their diplomatic contest 
in the Balkans. 
It remains to be aeon 
how the other, part will come out. 


"King Ferdinand will leave tomorrow 
for a week's vacation on the Danube. 
This fact completely disposes of reports 
concerning the activities of 
Rumanian 
troops on the frontier, which In reality 
are nothing more than the annual man- 
euvers." . •

that Vilhjalmar 
Stefansson 
had been 
heard from and 
was safe. Stefansson 
had not previously 
been 
heard from 
since April 14, 1914,- and 
it had been 
generally believed that he and several 
companions had been lost. 


The message from Stefansson. was #b 
the naval department and was dated 
Baillie island, August 
31, 
via Nome, 
Alaska, Sept. 16, and stated that he 
was to continue his northern explora- 
tion. 
The message follows: 


"As unavoidable 
delays 
threatened 
and the running cost of chartering Polar 
Bear was high, I purchased her and en- 
gaged her on terms similar to Karluk. 
Engaged 
Hoff, engineer 
of 
schooner 
Ruby,, to take place of Blue; of Alaska. 
Engaged five extra helpers for southern 
parts, who have ample outfit for one 
year and Polar Bear for two years. Plan 
to continue northern exploration to hun- 
dred and forty-five west and eighty-two 
farther north, if northerly 
course js 
secured." 


BREAKS LONG SILENCE. 


Seattle, Wash., Sept. 17.—The receipt 
at Ottawa, Ont., today oF a message 
from the Vilhjalmar Stefansson expedi- 
tion, by way of Nome, Alaska, was tlie 
first direct tidings of the explorer 'for 
a year and a half. No news^of the ex- 
plorer and his two companions have been 
received since their supporting 
party 
turned back, April 7, 1914, from Camp 
Separation, 
on 
the 
north 
coast 
of 
Alaska. 


At the time 
he 
expected 
to reach 
Bankstand on the drifting ice, but tlie 
strong current from the Jiackenzie riv 
er and unfavorable winds drove the ice 
to the westward. 
This drift was hoped, 
by Stefansson's friends, would carry the 
explorer toward the Siberian coast. 
In 
this belief trading schooners and whal 
ers plying the Arctic this summer were 
asked to keep a sharp look out for-the 
explorer. 
Last month vessels arrived 
at Nome, Alaska, after trading along 
both the Alaskan and Siberian shores of 
the Arctic and reported that no trace 
of Stefansson had been found. 


With Stefansson, when he left Martin 
Point, were Ole Anderson and Storker 
S. Strorkerson, men said to be as strong 
and resourceful as Stefansson himself. 
They had rifles and sledges that could 
be used as a boat, and other supplies. 


HAD FOUND NO TRACE. 


Washington, Sept. 17.—The last re- 
port from coast guard ships which have 
been seai-ching in Arctic waters for the 
survivors of the Stefansson expedition, 
has just been received here from Nome, 
where it was dispatched on August 23. 
Captain Cochran, of the coast guard ship 
Bear, reported that 
he 
had 
been at 
Point Barrow on July 30 and also had 
stopped at Cape Prince of Wales on his 
way to Nome without finding any trace 
or news of the explorers. 


"No vessel had passed Point Barrow 
from the eastward," he reported, "and 
no news had been heard of the Canadian 
Arctic expedition nor Stefansson him- 
self." 


The Bear 
now is at UnaBiska, 
800 
miles from Nome. It will be impossible 
for her 
go north again before spring, 
when the ice breaks 
up in the Bering 
straits.-

PMEII FiUS FROM 
POLE km KILLED 


Bryan Madden Get;^ Shock 
and Tumbles Headlong 
to Sidewalk 


While working on the top of an iron 
pole about 5 o'clock, Thursday after- 
noon, Bryan Madden, 19 years'old, em- 
ployed as a painter by the Fort Wayne 
and Northern Indiana Traction

pany, came in contact with a live wire

British Turn Artillery Re- 
cruits Over to Ally 


Dunkirk," September 6.—(Cowspood- 
ence of The Associated Press).—The re- 
markable development in technique and 
training of the French artillery service is 
indicated by the fact that all British 
artillery recruits aiewly 
arrived 
in 
France are sent first of all for a week's 
training with French batteries. 


A British 
ji^cneral, writing 
to 
a 
Frcnch newspaper, describes the meth- 
ods of graining adopted by the British 
stufl". 
'"Each fresh 
British 
infantry 
brigade," he says, "joins a British divi- 
sion for a period of ten days to fa- 
miliarize itself with trench v/ork, but 
our artillery 
is turned 
over to the 
French gunners for its preliminary in- 
struction. 
The French artillerymen are 
as charming as possible. 
The French 
officers ijcglect notliiiio in order to make 
the work as agreoao.o and instructive 
as possible to our inon of all^ ranks. 
This is how we spent yesterday. 


"One of my f^un.-i waf carefully drawn 
to the position at present occupied by 
a French gun, in the center oi a French 
battery. 
Our men worked their best to 
do things suio-iziily .ml \ tl| uii.k-r the 
eyes of the French gunners. After hav- 
ing placed the B»-itisli gun in the right 
apot, our officer obtained 
from 
the 
I'rench observation post the cxiict loca- 
tion of a machine gun emplacement sit- 
uated at a range of about 1,800 yards. 
The French knew this emplacement and 
were able to help us to time our fuses 
with gi'eat accuracy. 
Indeed, 
they 
showed themselves masters in the art of 
making our men believe that they were 
doing things themselves. Then we fired 
our gun, and at the second shot, to our 
great joy, tli^e German emplacement was 
destroyed. 
The Frcnch gunners con- 
gratulated us heartily. 


"After oiu- practice was over, tea was 
served on a white cloth in a refuge 
down, below in the depth of the earth, 
secure from shrapnel. 


"Today the same position will be oc- 
cupied by three French guns and one 
Kiiglish gun; tomorrow by two French 
guns and two English; next by three 
English and one French. 
All this time 
the battery will be commanded by 
a 
French battery commander, who hith- 
erto has never seen British gimners. 
Only when the battery consists of four 
English guns will a British officer take 
command of it. 
Until then he will re- 
main as long as necessary receiving with 
his British gunners, indications and in- 
structions with regard to the country 
drawn from the experience 
of 
the 
Frcnch gunners, who have held the posi- 
tion since November, 1914. 
Only 
one 
man can command a battery of four 
guns, and that is always the man who 
has been longest on the spot, without 
respect to nationality or seniority. 


"I need not tell you that the French 
are most agreeable comrades, and our 
men will be genuinely sorry wben they 
leave iis. In the meantime nothing could 
be better than the instruction given to 
our gunners, Y'ho are still inexperienc- 
ed. Twelve of my sixteen batteries are 
pow subject to the conditions I have 
described."

Those Millions in Meats

The decision of the English prize court confiscating something 
like $15,000,000 worth of American meat products shipped by Chi- 
cago packers almost a year ago will undoubtedly be made the sub- 
ject of diplomatic representation by the United States government in 
the event legal resources to secure a reversal of the finding fail. 
,While the decision occasioned no surprise in Washington, having 
been generally discounted there, the Chicago packers are out with a 
shrieking protest, which was also to have been expected. 
They 
stand to lose, for the stuff had been shipped without advance pay- 
mént, and a fifteen-million-dollar jolt i sone thing the Chicago meat 
^ ^ a r o n s have never been able to cajole themselves into enjoying, 
whether it come about through the avenue of court procedure or by 
yv&y of any other route. 


The English court's view is that, while the meats were consign- 
ed to points in neutral Denmark, they were, in point of fact, des- 
tined for the ultimate use of the German government, and that upon 
this basis ^ e y were legitimately subject to seizure under the rules 
of war. There will be well-grounded dissent to that opinion on this 
side of the Atlantic for the reason that in reaching any such col- 
clusion the prize court authorities are drawing much more heavily 
upon mere presumption than upon established fact. There appears 
to be nothing in the evidence to warrant the opinion that the meats 
were destined for German consumption beyond the fact that the or- 
ders were rather heavier than Denmark had been accustomed to pur- 
chase in America, the explanation that this was'due to shutting off of 
supplies formerly secured in Germany having been dismissed as a 
mere subterfuge' 
English interference with the trade of neutrals 
has been the subject of frequent and well-grounded complaint on 
this side of the Atlantic since the war began. The meat case decision 
will undoubtedly be appealed, and there is scarcely a doubt but that 
its threshing out will result in a clarifying of the trade atmosphere 
now much beclouded. The thing cannot be settled finally until it^is 
settled justly. 


As a matter of fact, there has probably been at no time serious 
warrant for rumors of the possibility of a street railway strike in 
Eort Wayne, which have been bandied about during the past week 
OP more. Much, if not all of it, appears to have been irresponsible 
gossip, disclaimed alike by the street railway employes and the street 
railway management. 
The Sentinel feels very certain that each 
faction may safely depend upon the other for equitable adjustment 
of whatever differences may exist, and that each will, be impressed 
with the duty it owes to the public which both employer and employe 
must collaborate in serving. 


Officers of the National American Women Suffrage Association 
hâve just made the announcement that they have increased their 
strength in the lower house of congress by thirty-two, votes, and that 
a total of 206 representatives can be safely depended upon to vote 
for the submission of the federal amendment for equal suffrage.

Mrs, Dunaway'» appeal to the author- 
ities to close gambling resorts, 
that 
othei" men might not be led to ruin as 
her husband had been, aroused the city 
to a high pitch of excitement. 
It was 
as follows: 


I don't want the public to feel that I 
am upholding my husband in his wrong 
doing, nor that I am shielding him in 
his escape. I have no idea where he is. 


"I am in a position to know that he 
has worked night and day in a des- 
perate effort to replace the shortage 


which he was forced to pay to gambling 
sharks.

THE LENGTH OF LIFE^ 


(Pittsburg Dispatch.) 


There is material for sober reflection 
in the statement 
of 
Dr. 
Victor C. 
Vaujîh, former president of the Amer- 
ican Medical asaociaiion, to the effect 
that statistics he has studied lead him 
to the conclusion that the number of 
men who reach the age around 40 years 
is increasing rapidly, while the number 
who reach the age of 50 to 60 years is 
just is rapidly diminishing in proportion 
to the, whole number. 


There is something in this condition 
which is not as it should be." The man 
who has successfully striven through the 
competitive years to a period of leisure 
ought to be, from every viewpoint, the 
most valuable figure in the local and 
general life of the nation. 
It is disap- 
pointing if he is not surviving to fulfill 
this function and statistics indicate he 
is not. Possibly he burned too much fuel 
during his days and nights of struggle. 
Elderly men are said by the doctors to 
be falling too rapidl|^ beneath the bur- 
den of what are-known as the diseases of 
maturity. 


This condition, added to the further 
allegation by Dr. Vaughn, that the aver- 
age length of life in the United States 
has been increased 10 years since 1880, 
is rapidly enlarging our 
comparatively 
youthful population. 
This 10 years' in- 
crease is not the addition of that much 
time to the ordinary man's life, but is 
the saving of the lives of children who, 
under former conditions, would have died 
of preventable diseases. 


Such is the contribution of science to 
one end of human life, but not enough is 
doing t o postpone death at the other 
end. 
However, the average is increase 
of years, and there ought to be great 
satisfaction in this to mankind. 


And the time to begin preparation, by 
those in the midst of life's struggle, for 
living out the allotted three score and 
ten, is right now. Ward off the diseases 
of maturity. 
Then another Dr, Vaughn 
may be able to flay some time that the 
10 years' increase in the average length 
of life haé been possibly doubled. 


Economically considered, all these men 
are idle, for they 
are 
producing no 
wealth. For Great Britain their number 
has been calculated at something like 
half the total working population. The 
proportion is probably about the same 
for the other belligerents, except Rua 
sia, where it is somewhat lower. 
. Suppose something like half the gain 
fully employed population of the United 
States struck 
work, 
sat 
down .and 
twiddled their thumbs for two or three 
years, being supported in idleness by the 
government during that 
period. 
Sup- 
pose there was some destruction of real 
property by blowing up bridges, throw- 
ing explosives into 
factories, 
burning 
villages. 
Suppose there 
was a 
very 
high casualty and mortality rate among 
the idlers. Our economic position would 
then be about like Europe's. 
The gov- 
ernment would be borrowing 
immense 
sums to support its millions of pen 
sioners, and our problem would be to 
offset the drain as much as possible by 
levying on labor that is not normall.y 
employed productively—the surplus la- 
bor of women, children, the aged and 
tlie halt—and by economizing in all pos- 
sible ways.

DEFEAT THROUGH DRUNKEN- 
NESS. 


l ^ S S O N TPXT—I Kinss 80:10-21

GOLDEN TEXT—Wine and new Trtne

We feel eomewbat like aues^lonliig 
the title of this lesson. It caa be used 
as a temperance lesson no doubt, bnt 
to attribute Ben-hadad's defeat entire* 
ly to drunkenness is not quite true t9 
the facts. Jehovah's Jealousy of Wa 
name (v. X3) and the enemies' con- 
tempt for Jehovah (vv. 23, 28) are the 
fundamental causes of the defeat of 
the Syrians though, of course, drunk- 
enness, as an exhibition of self-indulg- 
ence and therefore of weakness, was 
a natural accompaniment of ^ a t coa< 
tempt for God. 
' I. Ahab'a Predicament, w. 1M2. 
The Syrian king's contemptuoua treat- 
ment of Ahab (vv. 1-7) at last became 
80 great that in sheer desperation tbe 
people refused to listen to his demands 
(v. 8). His forces far overwhelmed 
the little army of Israel (vv. 1, 10, 
27), but one was on Ahab's side who 
- had not yet withdrawn his mercy from 
Israel and with whom Ben-badad could 
not cope (V. 13; Rom. 8:31; Pbil. 
4:13). Ben-hadad was the most pow- 
erful monarch of his time of those na^ 
tions bordering upon the Mediten 
ranean. The march of his army waa 
like "a tempest of hail, an overwhelm- 
ing scourge" with unrestrained power. 
The effect was worse than the plaguea 
Of Egypt. But Ben-hadad was a drunk' 
ard, a habitual one (vv. 12-16), 
Samaria was rich and this king want 
ed it even as intemperance always 
lusts after the wealth of youth and 
the gold of a nation (vv. 3,12). Drink 
always makes a fool of its victim and 
dooms to ultimate defeat all who yield 
to its power (ch. 16:9; II Sam. 13:28; 
Prov. 31:4, 6; Luke 21:34; Eph 
5:1S). 


If. Gpd'a Prophet, w. 13-15. It wai 
Indeed dark for Ahab. He saw (v. X8) 
the host confronting him but be alSQ 
beard the word of Jehovah. As con« 
trasted with Jehovah that multitud« 
was but as a handful of dust God 
Is on the side of temperance. All oi 
God's laws favor temperance. Oui 
ever-living glorified leader and the 
enereizing pover of the holy spirit are 
the ones who are the source of oui 
victories over all principalities and 
powers of evil. Ahab's predicament 
is answered by God's "I will deliver" 
(v. 13) and so today we have his sur« 
promise of victory (Eph. 6:10-12). 


God has today set forth his prophets 
(I Cor. 12:28) to proclaim his mes- 
sage of salvation and power to over- 
come intemperance. 
This is not s 
"necessary evil." Experts and scien- 
tists have clearly demonstrated its be 
ing unneccessary and a drag upon so- 
ciety, and God has taught us how to 
overcome it. Ahab's unfortunate char 
acter appears at its best in this story, 
but alas he and his successors soon 
forgot the lesson. 
; III. Victorious Prince», w. 16-21. Tc 
Ahab's question "by whom" is this de- 
liverance to be v/rought, God answers, 
"by the young men of the princes ol 
"the provinces" (v. 14). These choice 
young fellows are mustered in, 232 ol 
them, as leaders of an army of 7,000, 
all who could be found in the capital, 
God delights to work through young 
men I John 2:13, 14) and the pages 
of history are strewn with the victori 
pus achievements of youth. 


Two-thirds of Lincoln's army wer^ 
onder twenty-one years of age at theiz 
•nlistment; the Union was preserved 
by an army of boys. 


Ahab himself is the leader (y. X4) 
and they b^gan at once by carrying 
the battle into tbe enemies' territory, 
Ben-hadad and bis drinking compan- 
ions never dreamed of being attacked 
at that hour. Like Gideon and bis 
army these young men smote the 
Syrian host In overwhelming defeat 
Israel's enemies had incapacitated 
themselves. A drunken mob is no 
match for even a handful of organized 
and sober mpn. 
These thirty-threa 
kings courted their own defeat (Prov. 
23:29-32; Eccl. 11:10; Hos. 4:11). Ben- 
badad's kings "who helped him" (v. 16) 
proved to be a reed for all the strength 
and support they rendered himjn tbe 
moment of His need. 


It was the young men who went 
first e. g., struck the first blow. Ben- 
hadad's self-confidence and boasting 
(v. 18) is but another Illustration of 
that "pride which goeth before do- 
Btruction" (Prov. 16:18; Luke 18:14), 
The army <íf Israel waa small (v. 16) 
but it did not hesitate to attack th9 
fuperior force and that sort of faith 
will »Iways Incite others vililch will 
"follow them" (V. 19). 


Every, man "slew his man," each 
did his part—"played the game and 
pUyed it fair"—and the result wag a 
host in full flight and the handful of 
Israelites in pursuit (v. 20). 


Qod saved Israel that day by the use 
9t young men. Teachers, do you real- 
ise your opportunity? it Is ours to 
arouse in youth a realization of its 
opacities, adva,ntaees, opportunities 
^ánd responsibilities; to Inspire them 
with a doterminatlon to be of senrlce; 
to Instruct them in God's plan of cam- 
paign and to link them with theTounf 
Man of Nazareth, "the Captain of Sal-

OBJECTS TO TERM 
"JITNEY BASEBUl" 


(October Baseball Magazine). 


Certain scurrilous writers, who are a 
disgrace to the game, have found a new 
toy to play with. It is the slogan "Jitney 
Baseball," which they have evolved ffom 
the campaign of the Federal league to 
lower the general price of admission. 


One does not have to oe a partisan of 
the Federal league to be fair and above 
such contemptible trickery. The term jit- 
ney means 5 cents. 
Jitney baseball, of 
'course, does not exist. The minimum ad- 
mission 
into the Federal 
league is 10 
cents. 
But the movement isn't even 10- 
eent baseball, let alone the humbler jit- 
ney. 
It is a great bid on the part of- the 
new organization to attract the crowd at 
popular prices, 25 cents for pavilion seats 
and 50 cents for admission into the grand 
stand. There are comparatively few seats 
in any Federal league ball park which 
admit at 10 cents, and such as there are 
are designed to bring the people's game 
within the reach of all. 


The scheme may be basically unsound. 
In following it to its "ultimate conclusion 
the Federal league .may be cutting., its 
c wn throat. 
Or it may be the "last dying 
gasp" of the new organization, as some 
O. B. magnates are fond of calling It. It 
may be a bonehead play or it may be any- 
thing you choose to call it within reason, 
but it isn't "jitney" baseball, nor in the 
vital aspects of the case is it even 10-cent 
baseball. 
It is fundamentally 25 and 50- 
cent baseball instead of the standard 50 
and 75-cent prices of the National and 
American leagues. 
, 


One of the 
strongest arguments 
we 
have ever seen in favor of the Federal 
league is the bigoted, biased and utterly 
nauseating trash which is poured forth 
against it by certain alleged writers. 
It 
recalls the opinion of a well known public 
man In the famous Cook-Peary contro- 
versy in which Peary's attacks, it will be 


remembered, were unusually bitter. 
Said 
this personage: 
"If Cook really didn't 
discover the pole we can't help wishing 
he might have done so," and again, "Cook 
may have been a liar, but he was a^ 
gentleman."

"It would be impudent enough for 
them to do so if they were disinterested, 
but when their bias is known it is the 
more surprising that they should refuse

the people and misrepresent those for 
whom they do sgeak."

"I can readily make up m}' mind as 
to the character of a person after see- 
ing him perform onHhe screen for half 
an hour, though I may never have seen 
him in real life. 
Such is the power of 
the camera to reveal the heart and the 
thought." 


Nickolaus is not an ordinary camera 
man by any means. 
He has held any 
number of important positions at the 
head of big film photographic depart- 


ments. 
He knows the business from A 
to Z. 


Plus his knowledge of 
photography 
and the cutting and developing of films, 
he is a student of the art of makeup. 
He maintains that a camera man ought 
to know whether a player is properly 
made up or not, just as quickly as the 
director. 
If efficient camera man and 
director work in harmony, he thinks, 
one will catch what the other misses. 


"An 
ordinarily 
good-looking 
girl," 
"Nickolaus says, ' if sne has the expres- 
sion, will film all right, providing she 
understands makeup. 
It's a mistake to 
suppose that any sort of makeup will 
do for the pictures. 
It should be as 
carefully studied for 'close-up stuflT' as 
a stage make-up."

Paris, Sept. 17.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated 
Press.)—"The 
life of 
the Canadians at the front takes one 
back to the tales o f t h e North American 
Indian 
which 
wiere 
the 
delight 
of 
our youth," writes Maurice Barres, the 
French Academician, who is on a visit 
to the fighting lines as the giiiest of the 
French staff. 


"This week," he explains, I saw the 
huts oi the Canadians, built of trees 
sawed lengthwise, exactly like the log 


cabins which they built 
for 
huntinj» 
boxes or the log houses they inhabit 
sometimes in the prairies north of tlie 
Great lakes. 


"A 
survival 
of 
the 
old 
Indian 
romance is found in the Canadian army. 
Trappers in khaki were shown me who 
make use of the thousand 
tricks 
of 
their trade against the enemy. 
They 
hunt him witi. the wildness of the old 
scalp hunters, toned down by EnglisJi 
humanity. 


"Following in the wake of Germans 
crawling across the 
corn 
fields, 
the 
Canadian mana^ges to creep along with- 
out causing a single leaf to move. They 
remain for hours on the watch, lying 
on their backs and studying the ground 
around them by means of a little mir- 
ror. 
Should the Germans, re-assured by 
the long silence over the still 
fields, 
\enture out, he is pounced upon, bound 
with rope in a couple of seconds. 
The 
other day, after a series of such fruit- 
ful exploits, the Canadian scouts threw 
over into the German trenches a num- 
ber of- little' cards, inscribed: 
'It is use- 


less for j'ou to send out any more pa- 
trols; you have Canadians in front of 
you.' 


" I know, of course, 
that 
among 
these volunteers there are many mod- 
ern Canadians, busuiess 
men, 
profes- 
sional men, workmen. 
All are not sons 
of trappers or backwoodsmen.

The Anglo-French bankers, who just 
arrived here, have met in J. Pierpont 
Morgan the biggest master of foreign 
exchange in this hemisphere. 
Almost 
as if in mysterious preparation for the 
present crisis he was trained^ from 
youth to specialize beyond all his con- 
temporaries in this one intricate sub- 
times. 
ject which is now the topic of the 


However, the foreign commissionerà 
have met not only a ponderous banker 
but also a jovial, laughing eyed demo- j 
crat—the "Jack Morgan" known to tho 
favored few of his friends. 
To the 
world ' at large Morgan has been the 
most shelled-in. retiring ogre who ever 
kept his life down to fourteen line» In 
Who's Who. 


Yet those who know the colossus of 
Wall street personally will tell you he 
is an affable fellow' to meet and al- 
ways delighted to meet you. You find 
yourself 
immediately at ease in his 
¡jresence. 
Sailing his fifty-foot yacht, 
i;he Grayling, a big pipe in his mouth, 
he seems a cheery democratic sports- 
m. 
He is almost a replica, in face and 
character, of his father at the same 
age. 
Powerfully 
built, 
with 
broad 
shoulders and deep chest he has solidity 
rather than agility; inexhaustible, driv- 
ing energy rather than nervous quick- 
ness. 


In his days at Harvard, say his old 
classmates, he was a rather serious 
student, a shark at mathematics, an en- 
thusiast at nothing, but thorough in 
everything. 
He was moderately fond 
of athletics, a football player but un- 
interested in frivolties 
and 
college 
vices. 


He began his business career perch- 
ed on a clerk's stool in his father's 
London ofiice, doing elementary drudg- 
ery for some years.

They are building 
municipal 
bat 
roosts in San Antonio, Texas. 


And there are no "bats in the bel- 
fry" of the man who invented the bat 
roost, or bat farm for the propagation 
and protection of bats. 


Bats are man's best 
friends, 
so 
scientists have discovered. 
Bats 
eat 
mosquitos, and if mosquitos are not de- 
stroyed "they carry disease and cause 
epidemics. 
Tlierefore 
in a 
malarial 
country bats are better than doctors— 
they prevent what the doctor 
cannot 
always cure. 


In San Antonio a mighty belfry, or 


bat-roost has beeii built for the bate. 
It will accommodate 250,000 of 
the 
blind night rovers. 
It 
is 
estimated 
that one bat will devour 250 mosquitos 
in a night which taeans that a mob- 
ilization of bats would greatly decrease 
the mosquito population. 


Besides their hygienic value as pre- 
venters of disease bats have a com- 
mercial value, as guano, which is gath- 
ered wherever bats roost, is a valuable 
fertilizer which sells for $40 a ton. As 
bats in the Texas district are active 
nine months 
a year, the guano pro- 
duct is' worth a business man's con- 
sideration.

Some interesting Facts Re- 
garding Territory First 
Invaded by Grermans. 


Washington, 
D. 
C., 
Sept. 
17.—A 
Bketch of White Russia, the first part of 
old Russian soil to feel the power of 
the invader, is given i-i a statement is- 
sued today by the National Geographic 
society: 


"White Russia comprises four Rus- 
sian governments, 
Vitebsk. Smolensk, 
MoghJlefi and Minsk. 
It is said that 
the name is derived from the predomin- 
ate color of the peasants' dress. 
This 


division of Russia is bounded by 
the 
Pripet River basin on the south, and 
by the Duna, or southern Dvina, on the 
north. 
It supports 
a 
population of 
about 7,500,000, two-thirds of which are 
AATiite Russians and t«e rest Lithunian, 
Jewish and Polish. 
Here, likely, is to 
be found the purest Slav type, almost 
unblended. 
This region, bla,nketed by 
f^wampg and marshes, and smothered in 
forests, is one of the poorest, 
most 
backward regions in European Russia.

Tlie whole of the 
region was not annexed by the Great 
Russians until the end of the eighteenth 
centur.y. Starvation has swept this land 
again and again with as terrible effects 
as those, experienced by India in 
the 
grip of famine. 


"The White Russian is not of 
so 
sturdy a build as the Great Russian, nor 
so comely as the Little Russian. 
He is 
less assured than his northern neighbor, 
and more heavy than his southern neigh- 
bor. His hair is light and his eyes are 
light, and his face is gonerally drawn. 
The garment peculiar to him is his white 
overcoat, which he wears on all special 
occasions, as proiidly In sweltering July 
as in the winter. His villages are small, 
isolated and badly kept. His homes are 
primitive. 
His fight for existence is a 


bitter one, and from his ranks are rt 
cruited the workmen for the hardest^ 
least-paying tasks in the empire.''.

New York Sept. 17.—The greatest com 
tinuous stream of gold the world h ^ 
ever seen is pouring into this country 
now! 


It is arriving in New York at the 
rate of 5 tons a day—and it can't be 
stopped! 


The United States 
treasury holds 
more gold today than ever before in its 
history—and yet the golden flood keeps 
on, for Europe is buying, buying, buy- 
ing in this country and, because credit 
turned topsy-turvy by the war, she is 
paying mainly in pure gold. 


In the early months of the war Eu- 
rope frantically drew $175,000,000 in ac- 
tual gold from this coimtry, but al- 
ready this amount and millions more 
has bee-n returned. 


Firms of Europe are shipping over 
the actual gold to pay for merchandise 
bought here because it is cheaper to 
pay the expressage on. gold than the ex- 
change rate on paper. 


Just the same, most of it is our own

"globe-trotting."' Muoh of this it seems 
has been making long visits in European 
treasure houses. 


The gold is coming mainly from the 
Bank of England and the Bank of 
'France and it is expressed over in sacks, 
each holding $10,000. 


The contents of these gold bags often 
indicate just which minor powers are 
backing up the bigger ones. 
In the 
gold coins coming from Great Britain at 
present are mixed the yen of Japan. 


There also have been bamboo sticks 
from 
China, hollowed out and filled 
with the yellow metal; these have come 
by parcel post—$1,750 per stick, 6.000 
miles, for $1.60! 


The New York banks that are re- 
ceiving the ^eat golden stream from 
abroad hand it over to the sub-treasurj', 
receiving paper in return. But first it 
is weighed, tested and often melted to 
make sure that it ha-s not lost weight 
in circulation, or that the bars have not 
been "filled" with a baser metal. 


But this stream of gold is only adding 
to Uncle Sam's own horde of gold—the 
greatest the world has ever known— 
amounting to nearly two billion dollars 
in pure, physical gold. 


A hoard that not only means greater 
industrial development here, but which, 
at the end of the war, will bring all 
Europe to its knees, begging the United 
States to help them reconstruct em- 
pires—for by that time this country 
will virtually have a comer on available 
gold. 


In the United States mint in Denver 
there is more gold concentrated there 
than any other spot in the world to- 
day. 
Before the war. the Bank of 
Russia led with $634,000,000, as against 
$500,000,000 in the Denver 
mint, and 
France took second, with $632,000,000 
in its national bank.

The price of gold is $20.67 an ounce 
the world over and no nation on the 
gold basis can refuse to buy all gold 
offered, for then 
it would deny the 
standard ©f values 
upon which the 
system is based and it« own currency 
system would collapse.

FRENCHATTERIES 


British Turn Artillery Re- 


cruits Over to Ally 


for a Week. 


Dunkirk, September 6.—(Correspond- 


ence of The Associated Press).—The re- 
tnarkahle development in technique and 
training of the French artillery service is 
indicated by the fact, that all British 
artillery recruits .newly 
arrived 
in 


France are sent first of all for a week's 
training with French batteries. 


A British general, writing 
to 
a 


French newspaper, describes the meth- 
ods of training adopted by the British 
etaff. 
"Each fresh 
British 
infantry 


brigade." he says, "joins a, British divi- 
sion tor a period of ten days to fa- 
miliarize itself with trench v.-ork, but 
our artillery is turned 
over to the 


French gunners for its preliminary in- 
struction. The French artillerymen are 
as charming as possible. 
'The French 


officers neglect nothing; in order to make 
the work as .i£reeul,'-L' and instructive 
as possible to our men of all ranks. 
This is how we spent yesterday. 


"One of my jjuiin was can-fully dra'-vn 


to the position at pre.sr.nt occupied by 
a. French gun, in the ''enter of a French 
battery. Our men worked their best to 
do things snw::ily an I i-i-il miilvr the 
eyes of the French gunners. After hav- 
ing placed the I3nt»sh gun in the right 
spot, our officer obtained 
from 
the 


French ohservatio-i iivfct. tii? exact loca- 
tion of a machine, gun emplacement sit- 
uated at a range of about 1,800 yards. 
The French knew this emplacement and 
were able to help us to time our fused 
with great accuracy. 
Indeed, 
they 


showed themselves masters in the art of 
making our men believe that, they were 
doing things themselves. Then we tired 
our gun, and at the second shot, to our 
great joy. tbe German emplacement was 
destroyed. 
The French gunners con- 


gratulated us heartily. 


"After our practice was over, tea was 


trrved on a white cloth in a refuge 
down below in the depth of the earth, 
secure from shrapnel. 


"Today thu game position" will be oc- 


cupied by three French guns and one 
English^gun; tomorrow liy two French 
guns and two English; next by three 
English and one French. All this time 
the battery will be commanded by 
a 


French battery commander, who hith- 
erto has never seen British gunners. 
Only when the battery consists of four 
English guns will a Rritish officer take 
command of it. 
Until then he will re- 


main as long as .-necessary receiving with 
his British gunners, indications and in- 
structions with regard to the country 
drawn from the. experience 
of 
the 


French gunners, who have, held the posi- 
tion since November, 1H14. Only 
one 


man can command a. battery of four 
guns, and that \K always the man who 
hag been longest on the spot, without 
respect to nationality or seniority. 


"f need nut tell you that the French 


arc most agreeable comrades, and our 
men will be genuinely porry when they 
leave us. In the meantime nothing could 
lie better than the instruction given to 
our gunners, who are still inexperienc- 
ed. Twelve of my sixteen butteries are 
now subject to the conditions I have 
described."
